Whiteside’s hands for him. but the 
latter testified he replied that that was 
not satisfactory, that he did not doubt 
Mr. Wellcome's word, but that he 
“must see the money.” 
Mr. Wellcome had then told him that 
big bille were scarce, but that “the 
old man would arrive from Butte 
that night and he would bring pienty 
of cash with him.

From Binan to Silan 
on the Rush. 


Col, Bullard Strikes Several Big 
Rebel Parties, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

MANILA, Jan. 11.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The rush of the cavalry 
squadron from Binan to Silan was a 
wonderful performance. The men 
passed through gorges where twenty 
Boers could stop any army, and struck 
the insurgents’ rear guard in the hilis 
near Carmona. Thereafter the rebels 
made a.headiong rush to escape, scat- 
tering in all directions and dropping 
their rifles as they ran. They also 
abandoned one cannon. The precipitate

The cavalrymen raced on through to 
Stian, destroying the arsenal and cap- 
turing several thousand rounds of 
ammunition.

The cavatrymen 
occupied an insurgent hospital where 
they found 7700 pesos in money.

ONE BRITISH REGIMENT MOWN

Graphic Account of the Duel in the 
Dark at Estcourt Sent by the Rep- 
resentative of the Philadelphia 
North American—Surrey and York- 
shire Men Shoot Each Other. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The North American's 
London cable says: 
“In spite of strict censorship, a 
private letter from Charles Hobdy, 
representative of the North American 
in Natal, which escaped Mole Station, 
reached here today. Hoby gives a de- 
talled and graphic account of one of 
the worst disasters which has yet be- 
fallen the British arms. He tells how 
one British regiment was mown down 
by another, each in the darkness, mis- 
taking friends for foes, and how the 
idiocy of the situation was not discov- 
ered until two divisions of the British 
infantry had rushed upon each other 
in a blind charge of bayonets. Hoby’s 
letter follows: 
“*PIETERMARITZBURG, Dec. 13.— 
Lying in the hospital here are more 
than a score of brave fellows suffering 
from terrible wounds inflicted by their 
brother soldiers. They are the victims 
of one of the most outrageous in- 
stances of blundering 
in the annals of military history. On 
the afternoon of November 22, four 
companies of the West Yorkshire Regi- 
ment, two of the East Surrey, two of 
the Queen's, with the Pifteenth Bat- 
tery of field artillery, left Estcourt for 
the purpose of driving the Boers from 
their position by a night attack. The 
whole force was under command of 
Col. Kitchener, brother of Lord Kitch- 
ener. The efemy was believed to be 
holding a strong position on a kopje 
three miles south of Willow Grange. 
All went well until Cummings had 
reached a point 200 feet from the sum- 
mit of the supposed Boer position, 
When a sentry challenged, at the same 
time covering Maj. Hobbs with «a 
Mauser. A lucky shot from a color 
sergeant saved the major and killed 
the sentry. The right division had 
swung around higher on the hill than 
the Surreys, and when that shot rang 
out the Yorkshires were mistaken by 
them for the enemy. The Surrey men 
immediately poured a volley into-their

CASEY NOT YET CAPTURED. 


READY-MADE CAPITALIST STILL 
HIDING IN THE DESERT. 


Detective Auble Unable to Find the 
Pugitive—McLean and Going to Ge 
it Alone Today—Sensational Dis- 
closures Expected—McLean’s Woo- 
ing of a Rich Widow Interrupted. ~ 


Detective Auble returned from Palm 
Springs in the Colorado desert yester - 
day, whither he had gone in search 
of J. F. Casey, one of the alleged con- 
spirators who buncoed Rancher W. H. 
H. Young out of $300, and who tried 
to work him for additional sums 
amounting upward of $1000. For the 
first time in his official career De- 
tective Auble failed to get the man he 
went after at a distance, for Casey had 
shaken the sand of Palm Springs from 
his feet ere the officer arrived there. 

The preliminary examination of N. 
H. McLean and Dr. J. W. Going will 
proceed in Justice Austin’s court this 
morning, regardless of the absence of 


their codefendant Casey. The making 


out of a case against the other de- 
fendants is not dependent upon the at- 
tendance of Casey. The detectives are 
confident that the court will hold Me- 
Lean and Going to answer, t 
Casey can be landed at a later date, 
They consider Los Angeles well rid of 
his. presence, meanwhile, and incline to 
the opinion that nature will even hig 
score with the world ere long, if 
leaves Southern California, for Casey 
is a chronic invalid, and cannot long 
withstand the rigors of a climate 
other than that te which he came for 
the express purpose of prolongi his 
life, and doing the best he coul to 
skin suckers while life remained. 
Detective Auble says he learned 
while at Palm Springs that Casey's 
reputation in that vicinity is anything 
but savory. His scheme to give away 
desert lots with subscriptions to “Sun- 
shine and Flowers,” a magazine pur- 
ported to be published at Palm Springs, 
but which had no existence there, was 
looked upon by the few inhabitants of 
Palm Springs as manifestly dishonest. 
Casey closed his office in the Bryson 
Block, removed his effects therefrom 
and left Los Angeles in a. hurry im- 


mediately after the arrest of his al- 


leged pal, McLean, on the charge of 
embezzling $950 worth of diamonds from 
Pawnbroker Cohn, as he apparently 
feared that McLean's arrest would re- 
sult in exposure of his own business 
associations with McLean. He went 
from Los Angeles to PA&lm Springs, wt 
spent only one day at that place. e 
was heard from once or twice at 
Yuma, since leaving here, and is now 


believed to be in hiding at one of the 


Colorado desert mining camps. 

The preliminary examination of Me- 
Lean and Going today is expected te 
develop some facts that will reflect not 
only upon the defendants, but place one 
or two other persons, not heretofore di- 
rectly implicated in the Young ranch 
deal, in a questionable light. Accord- 
ing to current reports, McLean, Going 
and Casey were not the only persons 
who expected to profit by the 
swindle. If the testimony pans out as 
intimated, the grand jury will be given 
a cue for an investigation which may 
result in a sensational indictment. The 
probabilities are that the attorneys for 
the defense will make strenuous efforts 
to keep out any testimony at the Mc- 
Lean-Going examination which might 
implicate any persons other than the 
defendants in the case. The prosecution 
will, however, insist on laying the 
whole scheme bare; regardless of the 
efforts of the attorneys for the defense 
to shield persons not directly repre- 
sented by them at this time. There Ba 
likely to be some lively spattin 
tween Attorneys Chambers and 
for the prosecution and Morrison and 
Oliver for the defense on the question 
of admitting certain evidence that 


would be damaging to at least one per- 


son other than the defendants at bar. 
The fact that a proposition has — 
made in writing to L. B. Cohn to 
him to consent to a ane of — 
embezzlement complaint against Me- 
Lean, on condition that his: missing 
jewelry or the cash equivalent be re- 
turned to him, is taken as positive evi- 
dence that the sequestered diamonds 
are where McLean or his accomplices 


can lay hands on them. Confident that 


the jewels are hidden in Los Angel 
Ajtorney H. H. Appel, special coun 
for the prosecution of McLean, has 
been scouring the town with search 
warrants in the hope of turning up the 
missing property, but thus far without 
success. McLean's room and trunk 
have been searched, but the missi 
jewels, as was to be expected, were n 
there, for “Poker” Davis and one of 
McLean's lawyers got to the trunk be- 
fore the officer with the search warrant 
peeped into it. It is probable that Me- 
Lean was not so indiscreet in the first 
place as to leave the plunder where it 
would naturally be sought for as soom 
as a search warrant was issued, so it {s 
not likely that the diamonds were there 
when McLean's friends went through 
his effects with the view of removing 
any incriminating evidence that might 
be found in case of a search by the 
officers. 

It was stated yesterday, on the au- 
thority of one of the officers camping 
on McLean's trail, that what “Poker” 
Davis and his legal adviser did find in 
and remove from McLean's trunk. was 
a bundle of love letters from, and a 
photograph of, a well-to-do but un- 
sophisticated San Francisco widow, 
whom McLean was expecting to marry 
in the near future. McLean is alleged 
to have boasted just prior to his pres- 
ent incarceration that he would be 
worth $22,000 as soon as he married the 
widow. What seemed to worry him 
most after his arrest was the prospect 
that the widow would renounce him 
after hearing of his escapades. He was 
in hones that the fact of his arrest and 
the serious charges against him would 
not get in the San Francisco papers, 
as he feared that all would be off be- 
tween him and the widow should she 
learn of the predicament he was in. 
The chances are that the widow has 
been informed before now, and that 
she is repenting of her folly for having 
bestowed her affections, if not her for- 
tune, upon McLean. 

The unscrupulousness of MeLean is 
shown by the fact that all the while 
he was making love to the wealthy 
widow, he was living with the daughter 
of ex-County Supervisor Oscar Macy 
of Alhambra, whom he had estranged 
from her family and lured from her 
home. After McLean's arrest Miss 
Macy remained true to him, and tried 
to visit him in the City Jail, but the 
authorities would not permit ther te 
see him, as she is not related to him 
by marriage or any other lawful bond.

The plan of the Park Commission to 


place the men employed in the parks 
on a full-time basis has fallen 
through. The boari yesterday recon- 
sidered its action of December 
and placed all the laborers on the old 
schedule of three-fourths time. Strong 
influences were brought to bear to 
have all the men retained and the 
board finally deciced to stand from 
under and leave whatever reduction in 
the force was imperative to the discre- 


tion of the Park Superintendent. Other 


minor changes were made in the park 
force. 

The Board of Public Works spent 
yesterday in investigating a deposit or 
decomposed granite near the mouth of 
the Big Tejunga, about seven miles 
north of Burbank. The deposit is about 
a mile from the raflroad. The board 
will probably investigate further before 
making any recommendation with re- 
gard to its use on the streets. 

The Crandall murder case is rapidly 
nearing the end of its third trial. The 
defendant yesterday related dryly the 
incidents of the killing. Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Jones opened the argument to the 
jury in the afternoon. Attorney Rogers 
will make his plea for the defense

PARK FORCE AGAIN ON THREE- 
FOURTHS TIME. 


—— — — 


Reduction Decided on in December 
Will not Be Made—Political Pres- 
sure Brought to Bear Proves Too 
Much for the Park Board—Decom- 


posed Granite Deposit Investigated. 


That the park department of the 
city is far from being beyond the 
sphere of politics, is indicated by the 
action of the Park Commission yester- 
day in reconsidering its action to re- 
duce the force, and place it on a full- 
time, full-pay basis. On motion of 
Commissioner Teed, it was decided te 
rescind the former action of the board 
and to employ laborers twenty days 
in each month, keeping the foremen, 
watchmen, propagators, animal keep- 
ers and teamsters on full time. It is 
probable that nine men will be dropped 
by the superintendent in My event, 
but the board refused to formally au- 
thorize even this cut. 

Ever since the Park Commission de- 


cided, on December 28, to make a re- 


duction in the force sufficient to keep 
the remaining men on a full-time 
basis, trouble has been brewing. 
Previous to the time when the board 
took the action, several attempts had 
been made to have the department put 
on a full-time, full-pay basis, but eavh 
time some objection was interposed to 
vent the consummation of the plan. 

t was generally admitted that the 
change would be beneficial to the city's 
interests, and that the park depart- 
ment would lore nothing in efficiency. 
When the matter came up at the 
last meeting, Secretary Mendenha!! 
submitted a report showing that the 
department was running behind in its 
expenditures, and that something 
must be done if the board wished to 
keep the department inside the amount 
allotted in the annual budget. Out of 
a total apportionment of $55,830 to the 
park, 329. 102. 20 was expended during 
the first six months. This was in ex- 
cess of the pro rated amount by 
$1187.20. Superintendent Garey out- 
lined a plan by which the force could 
be reduced from eventy-three to 
fifty-six men, which was indorsed by 
the board after a lengthy discussion. 


At that time a number of argu- 
ments were advan in favor of the 
reduced force on full time. Commis- 


sioner Clark said there were a num- 
ber of inefficient men in the depart- 
ment, and that these could be removed 
without detriment to the force. Com- 
missioner Jones pointed out the fact 
that a State statute requires all labor- 
ers employed on municipal work. to 
receive $2 per diem as compensation. 
Commissioner White said very little, 
but the motion for the reduction was 
made by him: Commissioner Teed 
alone spoke against the plan. He said 
that, as a rule, the men in the depart- 
ment were conscientious, hard-working 
fellows, with families to support, and 
that he was averse to depriving any 
of them of employment. 

Strong influence was brought to bear 
on the members of the commission to 
cause the change of plans. No sooner 
did it become known that stventeen 
wn might be dropped from the depart- 
ment than the trouble began. Some of 
the Counciimen insisted that all the 
men they had been instrumental in 
having placed on the force be retained, 
re as of the superintendent's ideas 
of thetrability and efficiency. Under thi« 

reassure the superintendent reduced 

is estimates so that only twelve men 
would be affected. By close ficuring, tt 
was thought that all but one of the 
ks could be kept from running be- 
ind if thie cut were made., Men this 
fatied to give satisfaction, and the 
came to the conclusion that it 
was best to change its plans.

[AT THE COURTHOUSE.] 
A STRUGGLE TO THE DEATH. 


CRANDALL TELLS HOW HE SLEW 
BOWMAN AT BALLONA. 


A Sick Man Recites to the Jury the 
Details of an Unfortunate Affair. 
Testimony All in and Arguments 
Begun Yesterday Afternoon—The 
Prisoner Wan and Wasted. 


The weary length of the Crandall 
murder trial still drags along, devoid 
of any interest that has not long age 

en exhausted with much teiling. The 

se has been on in Department One 

r over a week and a half now. Ar- 
guments to the jury began yesterday 
afternoon. 

The only thing in yesterday's pro- 
ceedings that had the least semblance 
of interest was the fact that the de- 
fendant took the stand and testified in 
his own behalf. 

Whatever else Frank Crandall may 
be, he is undoubtedly a sick man. Dis- 
ease has rooted itself deeply in a sys- 
tem that never was robust. His every 
appearance is weakness. His hand 
trembles; his face is thin, and he 
doesn't care to look people in the eye 
and his memory eitner fails him con- 
veniently or it does so arbitrarily. 
Very many details about the killing he 
cannot recall. 

Crandall is 26 years old. 

He claims that he shot his friend, 
Jack Bowman, in séif-defense. 

The shooting occurred at Ballona 
Beach, in September, 1897. 

“I fired two shots at him,” said 
Crandall yesterday. “When I was ar- 
rested, however, my pistol had four 
empty chambers. Two of the cartridges 
I had fired at a turkey buzzard that 
morning on my way down to the beach. 
But I missed the bird.” 

“Had you been down to the beach 
any time before that season?“ he was 
asked. 

“Yes, I had been sick and had been 


down to the ocean to recuperate pre- 


pardtory to a surgical operation. We 
had gone down perhaps a week before 
the killing. I rented a cottage on the 
beach for $2 a week. Jack Bowman 
and Billy White and I were at the cot- 
tage several days before the women 
came down on Sunday.“ 

“Was there any wine used?” 

“Yes, quite a lot was drunk. Jack 
helped me pay for it.” 

“Did the girls stay down at the 
beach?” 

“Yes, they all ate and slept together 
in the little cottage.” 

“Who were they?“ 

“May Frowi¢gs (who afterward was 
married to Crandall by a trick just 
prior to his preliminary examination,) 
May Bowman and Maud Nelson.” 

“Was there any trouble at the cot- 
tage that Sunday?“ 


“Well, yes; the women quarreled a 
good deal.“ 

“Had they been drinking any?“ 

Some. 

“Did you men have any harsh 
words?“ — — 


Well, we rather took sides with the 
women, but there was nothing serious 
until Bowman accused me of making 
an improper proposal to his wife, which 
I resented.” 

“How long had vou known Jack 
Bowman?” ¢ 

“Six or eight months, and was always 


‘friendly toward him.” 


“Well, were you friends when you 
parted that Sunday night after the wo- 
men's quarrel?” 

“No, we parted unfriendly.” 

Crandall was then asked to describe 
the man . killed, * 

“He was Wlarge man, weighing about 
180 or 199 pounds. I think he was over 
six feet tall. e Was a Mexican, but 
rather light, though his hair and mus- 
tache were black.” 

“What about his strength?“ 

“I do not know anything about his 
strength except (with a little hesita- 


tion) as I fell in this trouble. He was 
a large man.” ~ 
“And athletic?” 


1 whispered the reply, Tes, 
sir.“ 

After the drunken carousal in the 
shanty, Crandall! and May Frowiss re- 
turned to the city. The following 
Tuesday morning he and Bremmer- 
man, the missing witness, drove down 
to the beach to get Crandall's pines 
that had been left in the cabin. 

On the way down, Otto Jacobs, the 
boy now supposed to be in Manila, 
stopped him with a warning to look out 
for Bowman. When he arrived at the 
cottage, Joe Hoagland, the fisherman 
who owns it, gave him a similar warn- 
ing that Jack was on the warpath. 

After gathering up everything that 
belonged to him about the cabin, except 
a pair of suspenders that he supposed 
Rowman was wearing, Crandall, with 
Bremmerman, went down the beach 
and there met Bowman. 

“Did you have any conversstion with 
him? 

“T asked him if had my suspend- 
ers, and he repited, Les,“ and took them 
off. I put them in my pocket and turned 
to walk back toward the cabin, Brem- 
merman walking on one side of me 
and Bowman on the other. 

“On the way Bowman brought up the 
subject of the board bill again, and I 
raid I did pot care to talk about it any 
more. 

I said, ‘I want nothing more to do 
with you: we are strancers hereafter.’ 

“Then he spoke of his wife. I told 
him that I had not insulted her. I said 
I had said nothing to her at all. 

“Then he said: “You lie. you — —— 
I'll Ox you.’ Then he grabbed me 
and tried to throw me déwn.” 

Attarney Shinn and Crandall acted 
out the trag@edy together. The defend- 
ant was weak and stood nervously fin- 
gering the revolver in his hands—the 
identical weapon with which he killed 
Powman. 

“How did Bowman look“ asked the 
attorney, stil! holding Crandall’s shoul- 
ders in the mock death elinch. 

“He looked as though he meant what 
he said.“ said Crandall very low. 

He said that they struggled together 
on the sands for about two minutes. 
He kept calling to Bowman to let him 
go. Suddenly Bowman huried him to 
the ground. “I sank on one knee.” 
said Crandall, acting it out by dropping 
to the floor and whipping out the pis- 
tol which he had slipped into his 
pocket, “and shot him twice.” 

“Did vou fire a shot after he started 
to run?” 

“No, sir. I did not.” 

“What did Bowman do with his hand 
after you sank on one knee?” 

“Put it back to his hip pocket.” 

“And you thought that he was after 
his knife?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Thought he was going to knife you, 
did vou?“ 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Did you—why did you shoot him?’ 

“TI thought he was after mv life.“ 

“And did vou then think of the warn- 
ings vou had had?“ 

“Yes, sir; I thought he would make 
his threats good.” 


“Would you have shot him other- 
wise?” 

“No, sir.” 

Mad you any enmity toward him?” 

“No, sir.” 


“Did you ever have any desire to 
heot him?” 


“No. sir.” Crandall's voice tremblea 


slightly. 


Immediately after the killing ‘some 
one ran up and Crandall eaid: 

“I'm sorry that I did it. Take my 
horse and run for a doctor. I am sick 
and cannot defend myself.” 

Another one of the many mystertes 
that have developed in this case is the

disappearance of the clothes worn by 
Bowman when he was killed. They 
cannot be accounted for in any way, 
and were naturally of great impor- 
tance in the case. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
defense put on its last witness and 
rested, Asst. Dist.-Atty. Jones, after a 
brief adjournment of court, opening 
the argument to the jury. Ear! Rogers. 
Esq., will open for the defense this 
morning, to be followed by Mr. Shinn, 
Mr. Jones closing probably tomorrow 
morning. 


ROVER’S WANDERING. 
HE TELLS A QUEER STORY. 

Little Rover Brown of Oakland is 
locked up in the County Jail, pre- 
vious to being cent home. He Is 
13 years old? a bright, handsome 
little fellow, with rosy cheeks, large 
blue eyes and light hair. He 
Was arrested at Pasadena, and was 
found riding on the bumpers between 
two freight cars late Tuesday night. 

Young Brown tells sort of a. kid- 
naping story. He says that on the 3d 
inst., he was standing on Sixteenth 
street in Oakland with some other boys, 
when suddenly he was approached by 
two young fellows, who offered to take 
him to Southern California where he 
could earn lots of money picking or- 
anges. They told him fen Fernanco 
was a good place to go to, and that 
after he had earned 310 or so, they 
would send him home. 

He hesitated. 

Then they dared him to go a little 
way, and, remembering that he had 
relatives just a little ways out of Oak- 
land near Berkeley, he started with 
them. They told him the train stopped 
and they would see that he got off all 
right. 

But the train—which was a freight— 
went right straight through, where- 
upon Rover told his inducers that he 
was going to tell the police. They all 
stayed on the train until they got to 
Bakersfield. 

Young Brown described the fellows as 
hard-looking chaps, one of whom had 
a blind eye, and was short and the 
other rather tall, beth being perhaps 20 
years of age, and smooth shaven. They 
said their names were Jesse and Frank 
James, and they were always talking, 
the boy says, about doing a wholesale 
robbery and “hold-up” business. 

At Bakersfield Brown got an oppor- 
tunity to write a letter home to his 
folks—without his domineering friends 
knowing it—and he informed his par- 
enis about his circumstances. Whitie 
at Bakersfield o night, the despe: 
adoes left Brown in a box car while 
they went out to see the town. Tney 
started out with $1.50, returning with 
$10.50. Where they made the raise 
Brown says he could not learn. 

When they left for Los Angeles they 
took their boy and put him on the 
tender of an engine, he says, telling the 
engineer to put him off when he got to 
Los Angeles. They had told him that 
he was going back to Oakland. 

When the train arrived here about 5 
o'clock Wednesday night, the engineer 
ordered young Brown off with the 
statement that he was in Los Angeles. 
Fut the boy was astounded, and wanted 
to know if it wasn’t Oakland. Finding 
that he had been fooled, he started out, 
he says, to find a policeman, when the 
toughs had mean time clambered off the 
brakebeams and caught him assuring 
him they would start back for the forth 
that night. 

Instead they went over to the Santa 
Fé train yard and about 10 p.m. 
boarded another freight train for San 
Bernardino and through points. Be- 
fore they had reached Pasadena, how- 
ever, a constable there had information 
from the boys parents to apprehend 
him and send him back. He was pulled 
eff the train, but the thucs who had 
him under their inflwence were not 
caught. A message was sent down the 
line to watch for them at every point. 

Prown's parents live on Hopkins and 
Stevenson streets, Oakland, he says, 
and his father is a house painter. 
Brown is to be sent home today. 
Some think his story fishy.“ and that 
he is an ordinary little runaway.

MODERK PARK SYSTEMS. 


VAST EXPENDITURES BY CITIES 
FOR BEAUTIFUL GROUNDS. 


What Central Park Has Cost New 
York—Fine Parks an Important 
Factor in Phenomenal Growth of 
European Capitals—Enhancement of 
Property Values. 


A few weeks ago Col. G. J. Griffith 
addressed Aneuriu Jones, formerly su- 


perintendent of the department of pub- | 


lic parks in New York City, and later, 
general superinteadent of parks in 
Brooklyn, requesting figures, showing 
the total expenditures on Central Park 
to the present time, and the enhanced 
value of land cecesioned by the loca- 
tion and improvement of the park. In 
response to Mr. Cr'ffith’s inquiry, the 
following ‘facts were given: 

Central Park, 849 acres, cost in 1856 
$5,028,844, an average of $5986 per acre. 
The aggregate expenditures. including 
cost of land to date «forty-three years.) 
about $25,000,000. or an aggregate cost 
per acre of $30,000. Estimated value 
of the park lands .oday, $20¢,000,000, or 
an average of $238,095 per acre. Thus 
the increase of the present valuation 
over cost of land and total expendl- 
tures is $175,000,000. The tax values of 
real estate in 1856, In the Twelfth, 
Nineteenth and Twenty-second wards, 
in which the park lics, were $31,000,000. 
For the current year the tax values of 
real estate in the same wards are over 
$500,000,000, an increase of $459,000,000. 

There would undoubtedly have been 
a great enhancement of value in the 
Central Park region, if no park had 
been established, but there would have 
been a corresponding increase in the 
cost of purghase at any subs quent pe- 
riod 


Ask the citizens of New York if 
they would like to sell the park, and 
put the $500,000,000 t is worth into the 
city treasury, wipe out the city debt 
and temporarily reduce the rate of tax- 
ation. The unanimous verdict of press 
and people would te: “Sell the park? 
What an absurd proposition! Why, it 
is one of the chief embellishments of 
the city. It is our commor pleasure 
ground. It is one of the principal at- 
tractions for strangers. Sell it? Our 
city fathers would not dare to suggest 
such a thing.” 

Costly as Central Park was, ample 
as were the grounds, the progressive 
and far-sighted citizens of New York 
invested $1,674,388 in Morningside Park 
(thirty-one acres,) in 1867; $6,173,620 in 
Riverside Park (178 acres.) in 1872; 
$2,320,000 in Bronx Park (661 acres.) 
$2,180,000 in Van Cortlandt Park (1132 
acres,) $2,710,000 in Pelham Bay Park 
(1756 acres.) $1,142,115 in Crotona Park 
(142 acres,) $448,871 in St. Mary's Park 
(twenty-nine acres.) $374,455 in Clare- 
mont Park (thirty-eight acres,) and 
$439,717 in three parkways (187 acres,) 
all in the year 1889: and nearly $4,000,- 
000 in four small parks purcharel tn 
1891, 1893, 1894, and 1896, respectively. 

If, for a period of two generations, & 
has been deemed wies by the people 
of New York City to pursue a policy 
of constantly extending their park 
areas, and of making liberal expendi- 
tures in beautifying and improving 
them, it is because the results, in the 
enhancement of property values, and 
in the enjoyment of the people, have 
justified those expenditures. 

Other metropolitan centers—Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. 
Louis, and San Francisco, have taken 
note of the example set by the City 
of New York, and have also, within 
the past few years, been making costly 
additions to their park domains, and 
liberal appropriations for their embel- 
lishment. 

The city of Boston has recently ac- 
quired a wild tract of land about os 
large as Griffith Park. and as far from 
the business center of the municipality, 
and is already turning portions of : 
into an arboretum and botanical gar- 
den, and it will, in a few years, be 
— object of pride to the people of that 
city. 

It is now well recognized that lavish 
expenditures for parks in the great 
European capitals cf London, Paris. 
Vienna and Berlin have been an im- 
portant factor tr the phenomenal 
growth of those cicies during the past 
three decades, and the provincial cit- 
les of those countries are now emulat- 
ing their examples with grotifying re- 
sults. 

Los Anecles, already the most beau- 
tiful city in the world. is fast attain- 
Ing metropolitan «‘imensions. It i« the 
commercial, financial, railroad, bus 
ness, and political center of. the great 
and growing Southwest, and with a 
system of parks and parkways ade- 
quately developed. would take its 
proper rank among the notable cities 
of the world.

NEW phenomenon is seen this 

winter in the blooming of the Gold 

of Ophir rose. I saw this rose in 
full Bloom on the ist of January in 
many places, three months sooner than 
I ever noticed it before. The California 
wild poppies are also in bloom at this 
time, which ts also very strange for 
this plant. There are perhaps two rea- 
sons for this early florescence. The ex- 
tremely dry summer preceding may 
have held the bloom buds in suspense 
till the winter rains caused them to ex- 
pand ten months late, or the exceed- 
ingly wet winter may have developed 
the winter buds three months in ad- 
vance of their regular time. 


Of far more im than the 
above is the early bi ing of orange 
trees. This miscalculation on the part 
of the trees was referred to in these 
columns nearly four months ago. Then, 
only a few trees were affected; now 
hundreds of orange trees in orchards 
more or less destitute of water last 
summer are in full flower, and no one 


knows what the result will be upon the 
health and bearing powers of the trees 


next season. As with the roses, the 
very warm winter has something to do 
with this premature blooming, but the 
weather is not so affecting the trees 
kept in perfect condition throughout 
the year. There is no mystery about 
this matter. But it increases the dan- 
ger of dry years, for they not only les- 
sen the size and quality of the fruit, 
but throw the trees out of proper flow- 
ering season and disarrange the en- 
tire life of the trees and disorder their 
bearing powers for years. No grower 
with plenty of water, good soil and cli- 


‘mate need worry about improper flores- 


cence among his orange trees, but to 
the other fellow it is a question of se- 


vious moment. 


> 


Few people in the city realize the 
extent of the engagement of the rural 
localities \in road building. Within a 
few days one may drive from Monro- 
via, through Duarte, Azusa, Covina. 
Lardsburg and Pomona, to Chino upon 
graveled road with but one short break 
in the artificial way—that between Co- 


Vina and San Dimas. This week the 


City Trustees of Pomona are gravéi- 
ing from the city limits near Lords- 
burt eastward, connecting with streets 
already covered, down Garey avenue 
to the line west of Chino. From this 
point the Supervisors take up the work 
to the county line, and from there to 
Chino is to be built by San Bernar- 
dino county. The graveled portion of 
the street is twenty feet wide, and 
the material one foot thick, a fine 
covering, good for ten years of heavy 
traffic. By the time the automobile is 
in full fashion they may be driven 
from Los Angeles to Riverside over 
modern highways, shady, and solid 
as asphaitum. To the farmers along 
these improved roadways much ds due, 
for they have given freely of their 
own money to assist the counties and 
cities in dullding the roads, besides 
paying their city and county road 

I noticed while criving through the 
foothill country north of Pomona last 
Tuesday that the olive growers are 
treating their trees to a new process— 
ax and mattox. The prune orchards 
are giving place to better kinds of 
fruit, also, and pretty soon one will 
see orchards of young navel orange 
trees, apricots and even ches grow- 
ing where the olive was once supreme.

I saw the illustration of a strange 
‘theory of apricot pruni in an or- 


chard near Pomona ‘Cuesday. The plan 


is not to cut back the limbs in prun- 
ing, but to permit the: branches to 
grow to their natural length, and thin 
out the branches so there will be large 
open spaces withia the tops of the 
trees. Just across the road from the 
orchard noticed is snother, pruned by 
the method so commonly used, namely, 
the cutting off of the branvhes to re- 
duce the top to a thick bunch, 
or mass of small limbs. The 
plan of letting apricot branches gro v 


unrestrained by pruning knife ic not 


new, but is extremely rare, and the 
only advantage it has in the appear- 
ance of the tree is that the limbs will 
not knot as they do under constant 
and severe pruning. But where apri- 
cot trees are properly fertilized, irri- 
gated and cultivated, the trouble of 
limb-knotting is of no consequence. 

trees fruit upon the old wood, 
and this fact gives some color to the 
plan of growing long branches. Peaches 
need pruning to produce heavy new 
growth upon which the fruit grows,

The Bonebrake estate at Santa Fé 
Springs is treating 20,000 olive trees 
with gas to kill the scale. No doubt 
with more attention devoted to this 
fruit, the condition of the olive busi- 
ness may be greatly improved. If 
there is a solution of the difficulties 
that surround the olive industry it 
will be discovered by the large grow- 
ers, for it will involve utilizing every 
particle of the olive fruit, except the 
bitter taste, and even that might 
be manufactured into a substitute for 
quinine. Seriously, we must look to 
the establishment of manufactories 
for working out every by-product of 
the olive—medicinal, such as oil for 
liniments, ointments, etc.; the refuse 
oils for lubricants, luminants, dress- 
ings for wood, castile soaps, as well 
as turning out the. best for food and 
salads. The olive can be made to 
bear by more careful husbandry, and 
the industry would no doubt become 
profitable were the fruit utilized sys- 
tematically for all purposes to which 
it is so well adapted. 


Orange growers in the localities I 
visited this week freely charge that 
the unusual percentage of decay re- 
ported this season upon holiday fruit 
is caused by overloading the cars, to 
meet the demands of the railroads for 
minimum loads of 26,000 pounds.

An old apricot orchard upon one of

the crown-grafting plan the change is 
made in two or three years, apd all 
the advantage gained of strong old 
trees, with new and perfectly vigor- 
ous tops. The results were marvelous 
in getting back the bearing foliage in 
short time. Trees were examined with 
only one year's growth of grafts that 
had good bearing tops, full of new 
growth and alive with fruit buds for 
next season's crop. In another orchard 
| visted ten acres of Salway peach trees 
| about four years old, had been changed 


to a variety of clingstones. Within 
one year large. spreading tops had 
been gained, with all the appearance 
of original tops. save the presence of 
the wax covered stubs, which exam- 
ination showed were not decayed to 
the fractional) t of an inch. The 
grafts had united perfectly with the 
stocks, showlpg no tendency to malfor- 
mation or to Jateral weakness of form. 
In fact the essence of the process 
is in the facts that the grafts are in 
| serted when the stocks are in vigorous 
receptive condition. and that the graf s 
live the new branches an erect position, 
| capable of bearing the weight of fruit 
| and foliage with little danger of sev- 
erance from jatera!l pressure. In this, 
grafting has @ decided advantage over

ing is that it gives a strong, mechan- 
ical contact at once.

Fumigeting by Daylight. 
NEW idea struck the horticultura! 
scout last Monday—the idea that 
fugimating citrus trees can de 
done more successfully in the day time 
than at night. It is no mean little 
experiment that is being conducted 
along that line by F. M. Chapman of 
| Covina, but an actual fumigation ot 
eighty acres of lu’ ge orange trees in 
the light of the giaring sun—a prac- 
tice so unusual that it should be con- 
' sidered. 
It has been held hertofcre that owing 
to the decomposing effect of the sun- 
light upon the cyanide gas it would 
have to be applie ! so strong to reach 
the scale on the extreme portions of 
the tree that the gas would burn the 
foliage within the darker recesses 01 
the tree. This, Mr. Chapman says, is a 
mistaken idea. He has tried daylight fu- 
migation two years, and has now 
adopted it as the most successful 
method. losing very little foliage by 
burning, and killing the scale more 
thoroughly than Ly night fumigation. 
As a matter of economy his plan saves 
about 25 per cent. in cost of cyanide, 
as his trees are treated when perfect!y 
dry, and the gas finds no moisture to 
absorb and weaken it, as is the case 
with night fumigation wher the trees 
and atmosphere are damp. Three 
ounces of cyanide are used in the day- 
light process, where four would be re- 
quired by the other. Mr. Chapman 
claims that the work can be done 
more rapidly by day, with less chance

Another Effort, 


HE government land reservations 

are not to be kept free from the 

devastating march of the sheep- 
herder without an effort. At the meet- 
ing of the National Live Stock Asso- 
ciation to be in session nearly all of 
next week at Fort Worth, the associa- 
tion will give a whole day to the dis- 
cussion of leasing, or throwing open 
frec the pasturage upon the forest res- 
ervations. Preparations are making to 
bring out a strong resolution in favor 
‘of a policy allowing the stockmen free 
range throughout the reservations. The 
delegates will ut forward men of 
reputation and force to influence public 
opinion in this matter. At that con- 
vention the matter of grazing the pub- 
lic lands and forest reserv*tions will be 
brought up under two heads. The first 
resolution on the programme reads: 
“Resolved, that such of the public lands 
of the United States as are adapted for 
grazing, should be subject to lease by 
stockmen, who are citizens, at a reason- 
able rental. and under such conditions 
as will tend to preserve the grasses 
from destruction and improve the value 
of grazing thereon.” 

The other resolution strikes directly 
at the trrigation interests of California 
and its progress should be watched by 
our Washington City representative, 
with zealous care. It reads: Re- 
solved, that the forest reserves of the 
West should be open to grazing under 
such governmental! supervision as will 
prevent injury to said forests.“ One 
curious fact about the latter resolu- 
tion is that it is to be championed by 
J. M. Smith of the Utah Wool Growers’ 
Association and M. E. Gasney of the 
Arizona Wool Growers’ Association. 
These woolmen have an everlasting 
tenacity in this matter, but it should

POULTRY. 
Hennery st Ocean Park. 


HICKEN raising ona large scale and 
according to plans dictated by mod- 
ern science is among the industries 

recently established at Ocean Park, as 
the southern portion of Santa Monica 
is known. FE. J. and W. 8. Vawter are 
building a large system of pens and 
corrals for the production of thorough- 
bred and mixed stock. The corrals and 
pens are on a composite plan, embrac- 
ing many features fn vogue of late in 
the East, and other details employed 
by western poultrymen. 

Each corral is 20x100 feet. From the 
ground and for two feet up on each 
side the corral is boarded, thereby pre- 
venting the epcks in adjoining inc!os- 
‘ures fighting, and lessening the 
chances of any spread of disease. Above 
the boarding is a fence of wire netting, 
reaching to a height of seven feet. At 
one end of each corral ts a two-story 

. The lower part of the pen has a 
coating of sand and gravel, and in the 
| day time affords a good shelter from 

the sun or rain. Access to the upper 
portion is shut off during the day. 
| When it is time for the chickens to go 


to roost the man in charge loosens a 
cord and lets down the ladder reaching 
to the upper part of the pen. The chick- 
ens walk from the lower place up the 
ladder and hop to their roosts. A iit- 
tle later the ladder is drawn up and 
the pen is locked. The chickens are 
provided with ventilation, but neither 
any creeping thing nor any thief can 
| get at them. 

At the proper time in the morning 
| the chickens are released, and the drop- 
| pings are cleared from the board floor 
under the roosts. As often as neces- 
|; sary the floor is washed with the aid 
‘of a hose. The roosts are easily remov- 
lable. and are made of dressed stuff, 
which may be painted with an antisep- 
tic solution which will prevent the 
snread of mites. 

As frequently as desirable the ground 
in the corral will be plowed, so as to 
give the chickens fresh earth to work 
on. In one end of the-corral will be a 
lot of straw, into which the grain for 
the chickens will be thrown. That will 
make them exercise for their feed, and 
is expected to keep them in better con- 
' dition. The corrals are arranged in 
groups so as to form three sides of 
an inclosure. There are tem in each 
group. From each corral there is a 
gate opening into that inclosuge, and 
there are side gates so that ond may 
| pass readily from one corral to an- 
other. All of the corrals wlll be irri- 
gated from pipes leading through them, 
and a part of the space may be fenced 
off occasionally long enough to give 
grain sowed therein a chance to grow 
a little above ground before the chick- 
ens get a chance to scratch at it. 

One cock and from eight to fifteen 
hens, according to the breed, will be 
kept in each corral. A number of extra 
cocks will be kent in a separate corral 
and occasionally transferred to the 
other inclosures. The corrals and pens 
described will be for the keeping of 
thoraughbred stock of various kinda. 
A single large corral will be used for 
mixed stock and tor the production of 
eggs and brotilers. 

Within the area inclosed by the three 
lines of corrais will be a system of 
incubators and brooders. 


LIVE STOCK, MEATS. 
Suporly is Falling Off. 
HE decrease in the supply of cat- 
tle and hogs which marked the 
last ten months, resulted from a 
continued decrease in the number of 
beef cattie and hogs upon the farms 
and ranges The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture shows the number of cattle, hogs 
and hep in this country for 1897, 1898 
and 1899, as follows:

Beef cattle...30,508,408 29,264,000 27,994,220 
Hogs 40,600,276 39,759,000 38,651,630

This limitation of supply for a con- 
stantly-enlarging market, augmentedby 
the increased demand, and the natural 
advance in prices of all commodities 
consequent upon improved and pros- 
perous’ conditions, resulted in a nat- 
ural inerease in the price of cattle, 
hogs and sheen. to the producer, and 
necessarily resulted in increased cost 
to the consumer. This increase 
to the consumer caused some agita- 


tion by butchers and papers, which 
have been for years waging war on 
western beef and packing in kinds of 
cured meat The indications for the 
hog market during the next few 
months all point to strong prices, and, 
without enumerating the “bull”. argu- 
ments, it looks as if the demand would 
force hog prices higher. 

In no department of the meat trade 
has there been a greater revolution 
than in the values of sheep. The first 
three months of 1899 experienced a de- 
pression in sheep prices that threat- 
ened ruin to feeders, but in a com- 
paratively short time the market was 
transformed from the gloom of heavy 
lorses to a business of extraordinary

Reduce German Opposition, 

ERMAN opposition to our -prod- 

ucts, aside from this agrarian agi- 
tation, has sensibly diminished, and 
our system of Federal inspection and 
preparation of meat for foreign mar- 
kets brought forth the unqualified ap- 
provai of the German delegates to the 
International Commercial Congress 
held in Philadelphia last year. Our 
meat trade with Germany is very im- 
portant, and under proper regulations, 
whether previded for 
treaty or tne pending bill, would be 
given & considerable impetus. The ex- 
portation cf sausag 
to become an important item in 
German trade. The inspection system 
of the United States now covers 138 
establishments, located in forty-one 
cities, and is recognized abroad as 
thoruugaly protective and effective. 

The sudden awakening of the British 

government to the probability of a 
serious and protracted struggle with 
the Transvaal and Orange Free State, 
resulting in the mobilization of great 
armies, has forced upon her the col- 
lection of vast quantities of commis- 
sary supplies Her colénies in New 
Zealand, New South Wales and Queens- 
land, bound by ties of blood and loy- 
aity, in much closer proximity to the 
scene of conflict, and roamed over by 
millions of cattle Bnd sheep, expected 
that the imperial government would 
draw its military meat subsistence 
from those colonies. The western 
American meat canners and packers, 
however. were given preference, and 


superiority of American canned meats 
and bacon, and because of the ability 
of America to quickly meet any sud- 
den requirements of great magnitude. 
The few attempts made to ship live 
cattle from Australia to Africa proved 
disappointing. and its canned meats 
were deemed inferior to the American.

PLENTY OF HEMP. Assistant Sec-

a very substantial discrimination in 
favor of a route which happens to be 
under the control of Japanese steam- 
ship companies only. as against one 
which is not so controlled. The gen- 
eral purpose and intention of the 
treaties is to put foreigners and Jap- 
anese on exactly the same footing as 
regards both imports and exports, and 
to allow no discriminatinn in favor of 
either one or the other; but here, while 
obeying the letter of the treaty, the 
general tenor and spirit is entirely 
cast aside and a state of things in- 
aucurated, which amounts to a very 
practical discrimination against the 
foreigner. Moreover, as at present, 
there are no sallings direct from For- 
mosa to America—which is far and 
away the largest consumer of Formosa 
Oolongs. but only via Amoy and Ja- 
pan. and as all shipments from For- 
mosa must, therefore, go either to Ja- 
pan or Amoy for trans-shipment, the 
effect of this law discriminating in fa- 
vor of a route to Japan is to place 
shippers via Amoy at a positive dis- 
advantage in the markets of America 
as against shippers via Japan, and as 
such is not only unfair in our opinion, 
but arbitrary in the extreme.
